Independent claims 53 and 54 and all dependent claims are allowable 
over the prior art of record. 

The closest reference Takahashi (US Patent Number 5,805,933) and 
Buican et al (US Patent Number 5,1 17,466) in combination teaches image 
process by means of network system in block forming circuit, DCT, Quantization, 
Variable length coder, rate control, motion compensation and motion vector 
detection. 

However, none of the either by itself or by combination teaches the 
disclose method of Bearman et al method reconfigurable detecting by mean of 
pixel group/ array of plurality of pixels group by common predefined analysis, 
which are dynamically configurable user-defined function, summing circuit, single

binning instruction to generate scalar output for the pixel group, further carry out 
by partial lease square analysis followed by eigenvector rotation.
